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We've Put “Marketing” In Our Job Descriptions 


We have moved beyond the idea that we are through marketing our milk once 
the milk truck has left the farm. We are no longer content - we cannot be 
content - with the philosophy that as milk producers, marketing “isn’t in our 
job descriptions.” 

In a big way, dairy farmers are aggressively taking the position that “we're 
not just going to put our milk on the truck...we are going to follow it all the way 
to the grocery store and to the consumer.” But those changes do not happen 
overnight. In other words, we have discovered that we must market. 

What does marketing our milk involve? It involves making our product more 
appealing to consumers. And it involves our ability to demonstrate the advan- 
tages our product has - those unique advantages that cannot be copied. It also 
involves research and new product development. 

In other words, it is both a scientific and a creative approach on ways to get 
our product consumed. And it is an ongoing process. 

So what have we been doing in this area? First, we are taking a close look at 
dairy products as they relate to health and nutrition. New research is demon- 
strating the importance of dairy preducts in our diet, especially in the area of 
calcium. But we do not stop there. 

We are also looking at ways to expand our market. We are learning about 
demographics, and about changing lifestyles. For example, it probably does not 
come as a Surprise that once children hit their teens, their level of milk 
consumption drops tremendously. It is up to us to prove to them that milk is 
not just for kids. 

But one of the great assets of the product we produce is that it can be 
processed in many forms. We have a range of products to fit a wide variety of 
tastes and lifestyles. And our advertising should and does take advantage of 
this asset by targeting different consumer groups with advertising and pro- 
ducts that appeal. 

As an industry, we are not longer just hoping that milk and dairy product 
sales will increase, or relying on someone else to do something about it. Every 
dairy farmer today is involved in marketing through this (the National Dairy 
Promotion and Research) program. And we are working to guarantee our own 
future in the marketplace - a marketplace clearly more sophisticated and 
competitive than it was 20 years ago. 

There is no doubt that with everyone contributing, American dairy pro- 
ducers are becoming a significant power in today’s market.

“Methods of snccinemaneae have been 
revolutionized within the generation. 
Time was then we could go into a grocery 
store and buy soda crackers in bulk at two 
or three cents a pound. But with increased 
labor cost and restrictions imposed by the 
laws of health, the manufacturer has been 
obliged to exercise his initiative and 
organization ability. The once lowly soda 
cracker has been transformed into a deli- 
cacy by the electricity of printer's ink. It is 
now hygenically wrapped in wax paper, 
put up in special cartons, given a striking 
name and sold to the consumer at prices 
which vary from 20 cents to 40 cents per 
pound. 

“In cosmetics the appeal is largely to 
pride. The skillful exploitation of various 
kinds of cosmetics has made their use 
universal and seemingly indispensable. 
Without these modern forms of merchan- 
dising, goods which are now sold at a 
premium would be a glut on the market, 
as was true in the early days of old- 
fashioned, over-the-counter trading. 

“Now if we will profit by these illustra- 
tions, we can readily see the unlimited 
possibilities of purebred dairy cattle 
development in the United States. It is for 
you to determine a method of merchan- 
dising which will make people think of 
your product to the exclusion of every 
other that may be on the market. 

“Your product (Guernsey milk) has cer- 
tain distinctive characteristics - color, fla- 
vor and quality. Advertise in ways which 
will appeal to the taste of the consumer of 
quality products. Select and study your 
prospective customers, classify them, 
their needs and limitation, their psychol- 
ogy. Then lay out a plan of publicity adver- 
tising. Seek to get it sold because of its 
merit as a superior food product. 

“As breeders your emphasis is upon 
quality production and in seeking to win 
the support of new breeders (by) empha- 
sizing the economic value of the purebred 
cow as a producer of a choice and highly 
beneficial human food. The value of the 
cow is in her product. As disseminators of 
choice seedstock, you are propagating the 
source of a better milk supply. If you want 
to increase the usefulness and popularity 
of your breed, you must make the con- 
sumer demand the milk of your breed, 
just as the manufacturer does, by organ- 
ized merchandising.”

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A National Order For Dairy Product Promotion, Research and Nutrition Education 
It’s Working Well For Dairymen Today 
But Will Farmers Give The Go-Ahead In August?

ry 4 airy farmers are helping 

D themselves now,” said Joe 

Westwater, chief executive 

officer of the National Dairy Promo- 

tion and Research Board, in April at 

the annual meeting of Associated 
Milk Producers, Inc. (AMPI). 

And, it will be the dairy farmers 
who must decide where their best 
future lies, Westwater continued. “Is 
the industry's future in Washington? 
Or is it in the marketplace?” 

This, in a nutshell. is what dairy 
producers will be determining when 
they mark their ballots less than two 
months from now, for or against con- 
tinuation of the dairy promotion and 
research order. 

Only 13 Months Of Age 

It was just over a year ago when all 
U.S. dairymen started investing in 
the first mandatory, national, mar- 
keting program for dairy products. 

Authorized in the Congress's Dairy 
and Tobacco Adjustment Act of 1983, 
this national Order called for a 15- 
cent per hundredweight assessment 
on all milk produced in the contigu- 
ous 48 states and marketed com- 
mercially by dairy producers. The 
Order was fully implemented on May 
1, 1984 to provide for dairy product 
promotion, research and nutrition 
education. A board of 36 dairy far- 
mers appointed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture administers this Order. 

In addition to arranging the estab- 
lishment of the Order, the Act of 1983 
provided for the dairy producers 
themselves to conclude whether or 
not this program would continue 
past September 30, 1985. 

The Program's Purpose 

The basic philosophy behind this 
congressional program is to streng- 
then the dairy industry's position in 
the marketplace, to maintain and 
expand domestic and foreign mar- 
kets as wellas uses for fluid milk and 
dairy products, according to infor- 
mation put out by the National Dairy 
Board. 

While this goal is a laudable one, 
many dairy producers will probably 
be asking the question, “But how 
successful has the program been?” 
before they mark their ballots in 
August. 

The First Year In Review 

Estimates show that approximate- 
ly$197 million was brought in by the 
15-cent assessment during the first 
fiscal year which ended on April 30. 
Of this total, the National Dairy 
Board was allocated $81.8 million 


(41.5 percent), with the remaining 
dollars going to state, regional and 
federal milk-marketing order promo- 
tion boards throughout the nation. 

Starting in September 1984 the 
Board began scheduling national net- 
work and magazine advertising with 
a budget that will reach the $82.5 
million mark by this September. Just 
over 38 percent ($31.4 million) of the 
funds has been used for cheese pro- 
motion. Fluid milk ($20.9 million), 
calcium ($18.3 million), butter ($7.4 
million) and ice cream ($4.5 million) 
were pushed with the remaining 62 
percent of the money. 

The bulk of the advertising spon- 
sored by the Board will have reached 
consumers and potential consumers 
by the time this issue is off the press. 
The $14.5 million of dairy promo- 
tions planned for May through 
August will focus mainly on ice cream 
and fluid milk products, showing 
how these items can adapt well to 
busy summer schedules. 

The Dairy Board has also spon- 
sored education and awareness pro- 
grams to inform health professionals 


and consumers about the import- 
ance of dairy products in the daily 
diet. 


Has The Promotion Been Effective? 

Another of the Dairy Board's key 
responsibilities is to handle the Con- 
gressional mandate calling for an 
evaluation of this promotionai pro- 
gram. This is to include efforts car- 
ried out by not only the Dairy Board, 
but also state and regional promo- 
tion boards. The Board has contract- 
ed with five firms to gather data and 
conduct independent analyses of the 
advertising programs. The resulting 
report will be made to Congress by 
July 1 

Although it is too early to com- 
pletely summarize the program's im- 
pact, the first measurements of con- 
sumer recall indicate that awareness 
of dairy product advertising has in- 
creased significantly. 

During the first four months of 
concentrated promotional work, con- 
sumer recall of calcium advertising 
increased by eight percent with peo- 
ple finding it informative and mean- 
ingful without being preachy or bor- 
ing. Attitudes reflect continued 
growth in recognition of the need for 
calcium, concern about getting 
enough of it, and a perception of 
dairy foods as a preferred source of 
calcium and other nutrients.

By targeting both adults and chil- 
dren as audiences for fluid milk adver- 
tising, the realization that “milk is 
good for you” increased by three per- 
centage points and seven percent, 
respectively. The adults reporting 
that they drank milk every day went 
from 56 percent to 61 percent, while 
those who “never” drink it dropped 
from 11 percent to seven percent. 
And, among children, the number 
who indicated that “kids my age 
would like these ads” rose by six 
percent. 

Advertising also appears to have 
had an impact on improving atti- 
tudes toward cheese’s versatility as 
well as its taste and appeal. Fourteen 
percent more consumers now believe 
that cheese is a good value for the 
price, while those who said “the price 
is too high” declined from 43 percent 
to 37 percent. The test sample show- 
ed, however, that people’s use of 
cheese was relatively unchanged 
from already high levels. 

Attitudes toward butter indicate 
that those who “like the taste of but- 
ter” rose by five percent. However, 
there was an increase from 53 per- 
cent to 61 percent of those who felt 
“butter is fattening.” 

“Overall, this data is positive and 
trending in the right direction, but 
four months of advertising is a very 
short time to see a significant differ- 
ence in awareness of ads,” says West- 
water. “Most people in the advertis- 
ing business say you need from 12 to 
18 months before youcan attempt to 
measure results.” 


Supply and Demand 

With the initial response to the 
new marketing push positive thus 
far, what does the supply-demand 
situation look like for the short term? 

On the supply side, a random sur- 
vey sponsored by 21st Century 
Genetics found that only five percent 
of the dairymen/respondents plan- 
ned to reduce cow numbers in their 
herds. On the other hand, 26.9 per- 
cent said they were going to add num- 
bers. “It would seem that any (farm 
legislation) policy chosen will have to 
deal with the potential of over-supply 
of milk,” observes Don Ausman, direc- 
tor of planning and development for 
that company. 

As presented in the April 1985 
issue of Dairymen’s Digest with 
Beverage Industry magazine the 
source, soft drinks were the beverage 
which enjoyed the greatest increase 
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in consumption levels in 1984. This 
made soft drinks the most popular 
liquid consumed by Americans. Dur- 
ing the last 20 years milk consump- 
tion has decreased from 25.9 gallons 
per person annually to 21.1 gallons. 
In the same period, soft drink con- 
sumption has increased 126 percent 
and now accounts for almost one- 
fourth of the liquids consumed in the 
United States. 

Perhaps the most notable observa- 
tion about the 20-year beverage con- 
sumption trend, however, is that the 
total amount of liquids consumed 
has not changed. The average total 
consumption of fluids per person per 
year is one half-gallon each day. Since 
all beverages are competing for a 
share of this daily half-gallon, the per 
capita increase in use of soft drinks 
resulted in a decrease in consump- 
tion of milk and other liquids. 

“How can a beverage get an in- 
creased share of the average half- 
gallon a day per person?” asks Dairy- 
men’s Digest. “The soft drink indus- 
try has done it by advertising and 
continually coming out with new pro- 
ducts calculated to please the tastes 
of a large segment of the market.” 

As Westwater observes, “The sur- 
plus is not unmanageable. We could 
eradicate it this year if every person 
in the country were to drink an extra

elling an individual Guernsey 
me for a world record of $51,000 

was just one of the many his 
tory-making events that occurred in 
the breed during 1984. Coupled with 
the establishment of new milk and 
butterfat world production records 
and the appraisal of a cow at 96 
points for the first time ever. it will be 
an event that will not soon be forgot- 
ten. 

Although 68 more open heifers 
and four additional bulls were sold in 
1984 than in the previous year, the 
overall year-end statistics were down. 
During 1984, 1,46] Guernseys went 
across the auction block for an aver- 
age price of $1,030.99, which com- 
pares with 1,700 individuals averag- 
ing $1,206.04 in 1983. This is the 
sixth time that the average figure has 
surpassed the $1,000 mark in the 67 
years of keeping such records. 

A total of 36 sales took place last 
year, which is seven fewer than in 
1983. This is the lowest number of 
sales held during a year since 1934, 
when there were only 27. 

Top-Selling Individuals 

The new world record butterfat 
producer, Chedco T H Maxine, leads 
the list of high-selling Guernseys in 
1984. Struck off at the world record 
price of $51,000 at the first World 
Premiere Guernsey Sale held in con- 
junction with the national Guernsey 
show in Madison, Wisconsin last 
October, this two-time All-American 
winner was consigned by Donald and 
David Alexander of Lynn, Indiana. 
Due shortly after the sale to Clear- 
branch Hornets Topper, this 93- 
point four-year-old Clovelly Top Hor- 
net daughter had just completed the 
class-leading record of 2-11 
26,090M* 6.7% 1,737F* 305D 3X. At 
that time she was the only individual 
to have won Total Performance Cow 
Awards at the national Guernsey 
shows. Her maternal line includes an 
85-point Western Glow Darimost 
dam with 680 pounds of butterfat: an 
Excellent grandam that produced 
over 815 pounds of butterfat and a 
92-point third dam which had earn- 


ed the coveted Liebers Trophy. Rog-

Rogelio Muyshondt of San Salva- 
dor, El Salvador has full ownership of 
the second high-selling female, Betts- 
wards Telestar Jean. This three-year- 
old cow had outsold 53 other con- 
signments to top the Second Betts- 
ward Spring Sale at $22,000 in Rich- 
land Center, Wisconsin last April.

in the breed's 99th percentile for cow 
index dollar value (CIS). Her junior 
two-year-old lactation of 11,610M 
4.3% 504F 307D yielded a one-record 
Modified Contemporary Deviation 
(MCD) of +1,045M +11F.

Gold Star Dam by Top Hornet had 
made over 1,100 pounds of butterfat 
and also appeared on the breed's 
high-CPI list.

The highest-selling unborn 
embryo ever at public auction was 
merchandised for $20,000 at the Ken- 
tucky National Convention Sale in 
March.

The offering was the buyer's choice of 
a Welcome Choice Admiral heifer at 
three months of age, resulting from 
the November superovulation of Co 
Hill Farms M Nannie.

Hidden Valley Treasure Lady ET 
was the highest-priced open heifer 
marketed last year at $9,500. This 
four-month-old Telestar calf sold to 
the Lady Syndicate of Middletown, 
Wisconsin in the World Premiere 
Sale. A maternal sister to Sudona 
Kajo Lori Fayvor Lad, one of the top 
active-Al bulls, she is out of Fairview 
Top Hornet Lori (EX-94). A Gold Star 
Dam with four records over 23,000 
pounds of milk and 1,000 pounds of 
butterfat, she has also earned All- 
American and high-CPI recognition. 
The fourth-high animal in 1984, she 
was consigned by Tom Lurvey, J. 
Hammond Dugan and John Merry- 
man of Lone Rock, Wisconsin. 

Myown Farout, consigned by 
Myron and Mark Erdman of Chenoa, 
Illinois, was the bull commanding 
the highest final bid last year. At the 
fifth-highest position in the annual 
summary, this Idle Neer Rondas Hor- 
net son was auctioned in November 
at the Kentucky Fall Sale in Louis- 
ville. His July 1984 genetic indexes 
were + 1,000M +21F+$100, PDT +2.1, 
PTI +207. His VG-89 Kellogg Minnies 
Choice dam is in the breed’s top 10 
for CPI and had produced 2-7 
20,110M 4.5% 904F 320D 2X. Mid- 
west Breeders Cooperative of Sha- 
wano, Wisconsin bought the right to 
sample this three-month-old bull, the 
first Ron son to be AI sampled, for 
$7,500. 

The only other animal selling at or 
above $7,000 was the reserve grand 
champion female of the 1984 NGS- 
Madison.

Seventeen different bulls sired 33 
individuals that sold for $3,000 or 
more. The bull whose offspring 
brought the highest average figure 
was Top Hornet, with two offspring 
averaging $28,350. Telestar had five 
offspring that brought a mean of 
$8,920. Admiral sired four consign- 
ments that averaged $8,625, while 
Big Tex had a four-animal average of 
$3,325. 

Of the animals which sold for 
$2,000 or more, Telestar sired 16 
individuals selling, the same number 
as a year ago. Next with 12 offspring 
and jumping from seventh to second 
place in the listing is Big Tex. The 
number one and number two sires 
last year, Kellogg Minnies Choice and 
Housleys Dari Fayvor, fell to third 
and fourth places, respectively. 
Rounding out the top five sires is 
Admiral with seven offspring.

sale, which also included last year's 
highest-selling open heifer. 

The next sale of 1984 was the Ken- 
tucky National Convention Sale at 
Louisville, Kentucky, held in conjunc- 
tion with the AGCC Convention in 
March. Managed by the AGCC and 
sponsored by the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the Ken- 
tucky GBA, the auction averaged 
$2,407.84 on 51 head, and featured 
the top-selling embryo in history. 

The Wisconsin GBA and the Merry- 
man Company co-managed the third- 
high sale of the year. The 54 head in 
the Second Bettsward Spring Sale 
averaged $2,163.43, which was down 
$1,012.24 from the previous year’s 
edition.

The Breed’s First 96-Point Cow

n June 18, 1984 Win Crest 
7 es Vel became the first 

Guernsey cow to be appraised 
“Excellent-96" by an official type ap- 
praiser. And, to this day, Kenneth Win- 
ters of Mabton, Washington remains 
the only person to have bred and own 
such a high-scoring individual. 

A Cow That Is Doing It All 

This four-time Excellent cow has 
never been appraised less than 90 
points in her life. The first time Win 
Crest Knights Vel was ever scored was 
as a three-year-old cow in 1980, when 
she went EX-90. Eighteen months later 
she was raised three points in final 
score. Then, at five years, 11 months of 
age. she received another point to make 
her EX-94. 

Ken remembers the day she became 
the breed's highest-scored Guernsey 
well, saying. “Several other Guernsey 
breeders and | felt the cow could get the 
job done.”

This national class production leader 
has also joined the elite group of Guern- 
seys that have produced in excess of 
30,000 pounds of milk. Her most recent 
lactation qualified for eighth place for 
305-day milk production in the five- to 
10-year age division on a national basis, 
with that completed 365-day record 
being 6-7 30,560M 4.3% 1,313F 3.5% 
1,078P. Her previous record was a na-

butterfat production with 1,437 
pounds, along with 27,910 pounds of 
milk.

Not only does this cow work well at 
home, but she also has achieved great 
success on the tanbark trail.

in the registered Guernsey business 
from his parents. Art and Freida Win- 
ters, who bred Guernseys under the 
Winacres prefix in Wapato, Washing- 
ton, are well-known for having worked 
with a cow named Winacres Ferdands 
Jean. This 94-point brood cow pro- 


duced two records over 1,100 pounds of 


butterfat and was the start of the 
“Jean” family, one of the breed's most 
famous maternal lines. 

In 1973 Ken and his wife, Carol pur- 
chased 70 acres of raw, sagebrush 
ground which became the site of Win 
Crest Farm. Six months later they 
moved 35 registered Guernseys to this 
location. Several years after, they pur-
